DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a Notice of Allowance in response to the Amendment 
received on 23 December 2008. Claims 1-23 remain pending in this application. 

REASONS FOR AUOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 1, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach determine an operating duration for the device based on the delivery 
parameters and the remaining capacity of the power source; and send a request to 
the service provider specifying at least one delivery parameter for delivery of the 
content, based on the determination of the operating duration. 

As per claims 15 and 16, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination 
fails to teach determining an operating duration for the device based on the 
delivery parameters and the remaining capacity of the power source; and sending a 
request to the service provider specifying at least one delivery parameter for 
delivery of the content based on the determination of the operating duration. 
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As per claim 17, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach receiving a request from the portable device specifying at least one delivery 
parameter for delivery of the content, the parameter being selected by the 
portable device in response to determining an operating duration of the device 
based on the delivery parameters and the remaining capacity of the power 
source; and delivering the item of media content to the portable device using the 
requested parameter. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
